The use of specific compounds as a PPARy agonist is 
disclosed in the invention set forth in claims 5 to 9 of 
this international application, but these compounds are 
known as PPARy agonists, as set forth in document 2, and 
it would be obvious to a person skilled in the art to 
apply the compound set forth in dociament 2 as the 
PPARy agonist in the invention set forth in document 1. 

Therefore the invention set forth in claims 5 to 9 
of this international application is novel in relation to 
dociiments 1 and 2, but does not involve an inventive 
step. 

In the invention set forth in claims 10 to 18 and 20 
of this international application, specific substances 
are used as the aminosalicylic acid derivative, anti- 
inflammatory corticoid or immunosuppressor used in 
conjunction with the PPARy agonist, but documents 3 to 5 
set forth treatment of inflammatory bowel disease such as 
ulcerative colitis or Crohn's disease, wherein 
sulfasalazine or mesalazine is used as the aminosalicylic 
acid derivative; prednisolone, betamethasone and 
butesonid are used as anti-inf lairaaatory glucocorticoid; 
cyclosporine, azathioprine are used as immunosuppressors; 
anti-TNFa antibodies are used; and metronidazole is used 
as a compound having an anti-infection effect* Documents 
3 to 5 also indicate that these medical agents are used
